It is just a shame,” 
said Salvation Army store Man- 
ager Carol Peters about the con- 
tinuous theft occurring at their thrift 
store on Main Street in Wilmington. 
As the manager of the Wilming- 
tonshop for five years, Peters stated 
that people have stolen bikes, so- 
fas, televisions and clothing. “Any- 
thing you could imagine has been 
stolen from this store,” said Peters. 
According to Peters, the prob- 
lemwith people stealing stems from 
people leaving donated items out- 
side the gates leading to the back 
over the weekend. She stresses 
that she tries to discourage people 
from leaving donations over the 
weekend. “Unfortunately, I don’t 
receive many of the things people 
drop-off over the weekend because 
are stolen,” said Peters. 
alvation Army Regional 
Leader, Colonel Alan Thompson 
shares Peters concern that people 
stealing from the Salvation Army is 
an on-going problem, “I’ve been in 
this business for thirty years and it 
has always been a ,” said 
Thompson. “I’ve found that 99% of 
the people who steal want the items 
for their personal use.” 
At 3:00 p.m. on June 20, a re- 
porter at the Town Crier witnessed 
a woman stealing a television lo- 
cated outside of the Wilmington 
store. The reporter notified the 
Wilmington police. The police then 
confiscated the TV from her ve- 
hicle at the scene of the crime. 
Wilmington Police Inspector 
Thomas Miller confirmed that 
charges have been filed against the 
woman by the supervisors at the 
Salvation Army. “I filed the paper 
work today (June 23). The paper- 
work will go to Woburn District 
Court tomorrow. She is being 
charged with larceny,” said Miller. 
A ing date will be set in two 
to three weeks, according to Miller. 
Peters said that this is the first 
time a person has been caught 
stealing from the Wilmington store. 
Thompsonstated that the money 
made by the Salvation Army oes 
to the Salvation Army Rehabilita- 
tion Center. “It is a recovery pro- 
gram for the homeless and people 
addicted to drugs or alcohol. The 
program is self-supported by the 
donations people make to the Sal- 
vation Army,” stated Thomson. “We 
have centers in Saugus, Brockton 
and Providence, R.I.” 
Hesaidthat people areultimately 
stealing from people in need when 
they steal from the Salvation Army.

town been encroaching on your 
space? Do they appear to be'multi- 
plying in uncontrollable numbers? 
To help alleviate these problems, 
the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men initiated a population control 
program this spring, according to 
Chairman of the Board Michael 
Newhouse. 

One aspect of the aggressive 
program is theegg-shaking method. 
Rather than removing or breaking 
the goose eggs, biologists are care- 
fully shaking the eggs found on 
town land to destroy the developing 
embryos. “If a person takes or 
crakes the eggs, the geese will just 
lay more eggs. Shaking and leav-

ing the eggs keeps the geese from 
cing them,” explained Ellie 
Horwitz, a spokeswoman for the 
state Division of Fisheries and Wild- 
life. 

Newhouse said the egg shaking 
is only one piece of the puzzle. 
“We're thinking about running a 
fence along the water line at Silver 
Lake,” stated Newhouse. “We also 
use scare tactics, such as load 
noises, But, the shaking is the 
biggest control L” 

Additionally, the town also 
passed an anti-feeding bylaw at the 
recent Town Meeting. A person 
can be fined $10 for feeding a goose 
or duck in Wilmington. 

Newhouse said the geese prob- 
lem was recently brought to the 
Board of Selectmen’s attention at

HOW TO RETIRE 


If you’ ve contributed to an IRA over the 
years, it’s probably grown to a significant 
sun, At 70 1/2, you have to start taking the 
money out. Choose the best method for 
your needs and make sure the custodian or 
trustee knows and will honor your choice. 

Under the term-certain method, your 
first withdrawal is based on the joint life 
expectancy of owner and beneficiacy. After 
that, life expectancy is reduced by one each 
year, The tax advantage: payout can be 
‘spread out after the original owner and ben- 
eficiary die. 

‘The recalculation method starts with the 
same fist withdrawal, but the joint life 
expectancy is recalculated each year before 
subsequent withdrawals. If the spouse ben- 
eficiary dies first, the owner must recalcu- 
late on his own life expectancy. The money 
will last longer and grow more, but at the 
owner's death--when life expectancy is 
zero-- a nonspousal beneficiary must pay 
tax on the whole thing at the end of the next 
year. 

Choosing a much younger joint benefi- 
ciary -- a child or grandchild -- reduces the 
required annual payouts under both meth- 
ods.

Rocco 
DePasquale 


WILMINGTON - Good morning: I am both honored and humbled 
to have been asked by Rocco's family to speak this morning. Like all 
of you, I am truly grateful to have had the opportunity to call this 
remarkable man, my friend 

Wilmington weeps today for one of its most beloved sons Agallant 
and gracious leader, whose compassion for his fellow man was 
matched by hi t for life. The news of Rocco's passing stunned a 
community so accustomed to his integral role in the fabric of our 
town, I suspect that like me, each of you was immediately struck with 
a jolt of sadness followed by a flood of memories. - Embrace those 
memories. - Close your eyes and see the man with the broadest of 
smiles and the most expressive eyes. Listen to his distinctive voice. 
A voice of compassion and of common sense. Hear one of his 
inexhaustible array of jokes. Feel the presence of a man enveloped 
by the love of his family who returned that love a thousand fold, 
enormously proud of his children, sweetly captivated by Papa's 
seven little girls. ’ 

Rocco's family can take comfort in knowing what an extraordi- 
nary impact this man has had on the lives of so many. 

Cardinal Cushing was fond of saying, “What a wonderful treasury 
of beautiful thoughts are found in that word friends.” The genuine 
outpouring of affection, admiration and respect over these last few 
days provide great testimony to our friend and the wealth of 
friendship he enjoyed. Rocco was fiercely loyal to his friends. 
Generous to a fault, giving of his time, his energy, his money and his 
wise counsel freely, and without expectation. He was the Good Guy 
- setting the standard for all who followed. 

Rocco was a man of many accomplishments. A businessman, a 
philanthropist, a civic leader, a community organizer. He was a man 
of ideas who dwelt in the possible. He saw a problem as a challenge, 
not as an obstacle. He was never content with sitting on the sidelines. 
‘The reason that he was such an effective leader was because he led 
by example. 

He had an incredible outlook on life. Just 10 days ago, he motored 
into my office. We spent five minutes on business and about 35 
minutes discussing everything from families to politics - although, 
upon reflection, in Wilmington sometimes families and politics are 
one and the same. During our visit, he dismissed his own health 
problems preferring instead to inquire about the well being of others 
He toldmeherecently completed the transfer of therestaurant to the 
kids, noting with a twinkle in his eye that he still owned the property 
He boasted of his grandchildren and he smiled broadly when 

announcing that Regina would soon being another beautiful baby 
into his life. He spoke fondly of an old friend that he just had lunch 
with, he lamented the recent passing of a nephew and not surpris- 
ingly he brought Rita into the conversation. 

You perhaps knew or may have read of how Rocco met Rita while 
hitchhiking in Boston and rather fortuitously leaving behind in her 
car a cigarette lighter with his name on it - How convenient. - They 
got together, fell in love and Rocco took as his bride a beautiful Irish 
lass from Boston and together they raised five wonderful Italian 
children. 

Monday evening, my wife, my parents andI visited Rocco's home 


to express our heartfelt sympathy to his children and their families. 
We were greeted first by a knock at the picture window and then a 
hello at the front entrance by a beautifully precocious three and a 
half year-old pixie named Courtney. She hugged us - showed us 
around - offered us food - pointed to photos - showed us her toys - she 
made us smile. Think about Rocco. Whenever you saw him, he 
greeted you warmly - Welcomed you into his life - offered you food 
- pointed to photos and he even showed you his toys - he made us 
smile. 

The magical innocence of a child captured the essence of her 
grandfather's life. We are saddened, but today we celebrate his life. 
We toast his legacy of love and caring and thoughtfulness. We pay 
tribute to his ability to understand and to empathize. We salute his 
willingness to get involved. We marvel at his wondrous spirit - we 
smile in recollection of his good humor. If Rocco was an author most 
assuredly one of his books would be entitled - 10,001 Jokes, You've 
Heard Before - We remember the fishing trips and the fish stories. 
We remember Mr. Spumoni's and Maggie McKeever’s. We remem- 
ber the darts he threw winning stuffed animals and prizes at 4th of 
July carnivals for everyone's child. I remember, a man delivering 
on his promise of a pepperoni pizza to a frightened five year old boy 
upon his return from surgery and an extended and painful time in the 
hospital. 

Westand in awe, inspired by his courage. The world “quit” was not 
apart of his vocabulary. Six years ago, time stood still for his family 
and friends. I vividly remember the vigilance of his loved ones 
gathered at the hospital. My own father, Rocco’s friend of 40 years, 
was also in the hospital and as fate would have it, he lay in an 
adjoining room, separated only by a thin wall. I would break the rules 
of the ICU and peek in on Rocco while visiting my father. 

He lay gravely ill, perilously close to death - all the medical 
experts who worked so hard to save him felt it was only a matter of 
time. But Rocco wasn’t finished - he had too much to live for - too 
many people dependent upon his love. His indomitable spirit and the 
power of countless, constant prayers - oh so many prayers, proved 
that a higher power had a different plan in mind. I will always 
remember one of my visits as he lay recovering, slowly but bravely 
from his illness, literally engulfed by medical machinery. I looked 
at him as he rested and after a few moments he opened his eyes and 
smiled and in a barely audible whisper he said, “Hi Mike - how about 
a hug?.” 

Today Rocco is at peace - Rita has her Rock back. We are now 
responsible to do what Rocco did. To give meaning to our lives, to 
dream the greatest dreams - to seek the highest goals - to build the 
brightest tomorrows. 

Rejoice in Rocco's life - be grateful that you were a part of it. 
Reach out and hug his spirit. 

Rocco, we will miss you - we bid you farewell and my friend until 
we meet again we ask the Lord to raise you up on eagle’s wings - bear 
you on the breath of dawn - make you to shine like the sun - and hold 
you - hold you in the palm of his hand.

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Every child wants to 
succeed and learn

Iam constantly observing children who say one thing and mean 
something else. This is especially true with those children who say 
they don’t care about learning, their lack of incentive being ex- 
pressed in such remarks as: “I could care less; I’m just not interested; 
It bores me to death; I just don’t want to.” 

I feel every child wants to learn because it opens the door to 
achievement, recognition, and approval which we all should have. 
On the other hand, it could mean failure, rejection, and disapproval. 
This is why you will find most times the greater the possibility of 
success, the more interest and involvement. If rejection continues, 
the child may never want to learn anything new. 

One of the questions on our questionnaire is to rate whether your 
child's “Willingness to try new things” is Very Poor, Poor, Fair, 
Average, Good or Excellent.” Most parents are usually confused 
because they find their child eager to try some things but flatly refuse 
to try others. In questioning hundreds of parents, I have found that 
in most cases the child's involvement depended on his belief that he 
could succeed. It would usually be in different categories. The poorly 
coordinated child would not attempt a new task involving good 
coordination, but would jump at the chance to try a new game 
involving comprehension or innovation. Of course, this was because 
he had experienced previous successes in these areas. On the other 
hand, the proficient athlete is eager to attempt new athletic involve- 
ment, because he knows he has what it takes. Once again, however, 
he has what it takes “not to fail.” 

This is why children must learn to fail with dignity, so that they 
may try new and necessary tasks. Give the child the same dignity we 
ask for ourselves. If shaming and forcing is not acceptable to you, 
don't pass it on to your child. If your child is having difficulty in 
school or if you are in charge of a class, close your eyes and try to 
mentally change places with a child. Now that you are pretending 
that you are a child, try to answer the following questions: 

1. Would you like it if you were constantly corrected for every little 
teat or endeavor which does not measure up to some predetermined 
goal? 

2. Would the good intent of the instructor or loved one ease your 

in? 

3. How would you feel if your teachers and parents related to you 
mostly in your weakest area simply because they want to help? 

4. Does the concern compensate for the drain of your dignity? 

5. Does this concern inspire and motivate you to do better? 

Obviously, all the questions earned negative responses. A child is 
seldom helped and it is not surprising, if he gives up altogether. 
Tragically, it seems that more children are being destroyed in the 
name of love and concern not only because they are being helped to 
death, but most of all, because they are not able to achieve and 
contribute. This is especially true of the learning disabled children. 
These children should not be looked upon or made to believe they are 
inadequate, causing them to feel they must change to become whole 
and meaningful. We may not do it with words, but we still project to 
them that they must be converted before becoming like us normal 
people. 

We should always try to add dignity to a person who is trying to 
change. We must accept the person as a whole, which includes the 
disability. Once this happens, the person will usually have the 
necessary strength andincentive to start to change. We all know how 
uncomfortable, frustrating, and sometimes terrifying change can 
be, even for those who are making it. 

This is why when teaching children something new or threatening 
we must move with care and understanding. Try to realize a child’s 
reluctance to learn could be fear of failing. The child may be 
portraying defiance or indifference as a defense mechanism. 

A good example would be in regard to a letter I received from one 
of my readers. It states: “Dear Mr. Ferrara, my eight year old son 
hates to read. He refuses to read aloud in school and will not read at 
home. Thisis a real problem, because of the homework assignments. 
It is causing a lot of disruption in our family. If it continues, my son 
willnot make it in the academic world. I would appreciate any advice 
you may give.” 

In answering, this happens quite often to children who have had 
bad experiences in reading. Somewhere along the line the child has 
been turned off, and has shut down. Usually it’s because he associ- 

-ates reading with failure, incompetence, or shame. This problem can 
intensify when this weak area is exposed to peers. I have had a 
number of clients who have skipped school or caused suspension to 
avoid reading aloud in class. This may seem extreme, but we are 
dealing with an issue of self-esteem. Unless the child can be 
motivated to read, all other efforts of threatening or punishing will 
usually fail. 

A good beginning, to help your child, is to start writing notes to 
your child. First of all, be sure he knows the words you're using. Your 
notes should be rewarding and complementary. Example: Son, look 
under your pillow. I have a surprise for you. 2. Because you had such 
a good day we are going to eat out tonight. 3. I was very proud of you 
today when you helped your brother, Mike. 

Even though the child may be troublesome, he does have those 
positive moments. Don’t allow these moments to pass. Utilize them 
by complementing him with written notes, Reading can now begin 
to bring joy and acceptance, making a negative into positive. There 
are many more incentives and approaches that will be addressed in 
later articles.

CAMBRIDGE (AP) — A 
nurse’s aide has pleaded in- 
nocent to charges she abused 
five elderly nursing home resi- 
dents, including one whom she 
allegedly forced to eat her own 
feces. 

Stacy H. Arruda, 25, of 
Derry, N.H., was freed without 
having to post bail after plead- 
ing innocent Tuesday in Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court to two 
counts of elder abuse and 
seven counts of patient abuse. 

She must report twice a 
week to a probation officer. If 
she fails to do so, she’ll be 
forced to pay a $5,000 fine. 

Prosecutors said witnesses 
saw Arruda assaulting five 
residents —'all above the age 
of 80 and suffering from 
dementia or Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease — of the Wilmington 
Woods Nursing Center seven 
times between October 1997 
and February 1998. 

One witness said she saw 
Arruda force an 83-year-old fe- 
male patient to eat her own fe- 
ces, prosecutors said. Arruda 
then allegedly used a towel to 
wipe the corners of the 
woman’s mouth. 

Another witness reported 
seeing her kick and stomp on 
the crotch of an 81-year-old 
woman, causing severe bruis- 
ing. Arruda then allegedly 
slapped the patient in the head

and violently kicked her in the 
shins, according to witness 
testimony. 

She also is accused of spit- 
ting in the face of a 92-year-old 
patient and pulling the hair of 


an 86-year-old patient. 

Arruda was dismissed from 
the nursing home in February 
after officials learned of the al- 
leged abuse. 

If convicted, she faces up to 


five years in jail for each of the 
counts of elder abuse and two 
years in jail for each of the 
patient abuse. She also faces 
up to $37,000 in fines.

assistant managers who supervise 
linemen and other hazardous posi- 
tions are included in the Group 4 
classification, officials in the 
department's service area, includ- 
ing Wilmington, have questioned 
whether the three individuals fit 
into the hazardous classification. 

“As I’m listening to a justifica- 
tion for placing a general manager 
into a category for hazardous duty, 
I'm just not understanding that,” 
said Reading Selectman Bruce 
MacDonald. “The common sense 
understanding of Group 4 is haz- 
ardous duty. This may be, in my 
view, a misapplication of the choice 
you had.” 

Bill Burditt, secretary of the 


RMLD board, told the selectmen ees. 


that he didn’t see why the local 
retirement board had questioned 
the reclassification request when 
“it’s clearly within the law.”

Then he turned to catcher. A 
huge question mark lingered there. 
Matt Meuse, another senior like 
Harrison and McCarthy, was there. 
He split his time with the big club 
and the jvs and going into the sea- 
son it was thought that he was 
okay, but needed a lot of work. 
Then there was asophomorenamed 
Erik Banda and all he did was come 
off two tremendous seasons in foot- 
ball and hockey.

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due to an injury. Third base he had 
Harrison and second base was an- 
other question mark. The two can- 
didates there were junior Jim 
O'Donnell and sophomore Mike 
Heffernan. O'Donnell, at the time 
was thought to be slow, a decent 
fielder with some pop on his bat. 
Heffernan was raw, with a ton of 
ability. 

Tim Gillis was the lone outfield 
starter to be returning and it was 
thought at the time he would be 
joined with Dan Sweet, a junior 
with a promising future, but he 
chose track instead. As for the 
other options, he had Dave 
DeAmato, a junior, who hada repu- 
tation for hitting the ball a long 
way, but struck out too often. 

That was the team, that was the 
pre-season thoughts. 

So in a nutshell, he had a few 
experienced pitchers, and a center 
fielder. Everyone else was pretty 
much brand new, needing game 


experience badly 

First two games....Ugh, two 
losses. First one against Tewks- 
bury was miserable, Wilmington's 
defense coughed up a sizeable lead 
and it was then that everyone 
thought that winning 6-8 games in 
the Cape Ann League would be very 
tough, considering that league, this 
season, was considered the best 
around. 

After those first two losses, 
slowly the team started to play 
better, they beat a few sub-par 
teams and the confidence started to 
grow. Swiza was throwing very 
well, and the rest of the team was 
still young. With about five games 
in hand, the infield play was really 
turning around. Grasso, who was 
brutal to be honest in the first game 
(but who could blame him after not 
playing the game for a year), start- 
ed to get the feel back and he and 
O'Donnell were looking as if they 
had been playing together for the 
past ten years. They had, they 
looked superb, showing off tremen- 
dous range, turning the double play 
with easeand turning many of them, 
early and often. And when a team 
gets that kind of up the middle 
defense, it certainly gives any 
pitcher a huge boost in confidence 
which is what all of them — Swiza, 
Fugere and the two Hefferngns — 
needed at that stage.

Winchester 
remembers 
Bette 


“The leading lady among 
Hollywood's former Winchester 
residents is Bette Davis, who 
lived in Winchester and attend- 
ed the Wyman School for about 
six or seven years,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“The daughter of Harlow and 
Ruth Davis, Bette Davis was 
born on April 5, 1908 in Lowell. 

“Though in her autobiogra- 
phy, ‘The Lonely Life,’ Davis 
dated her family’s move to 
Winchester before the birth of 
sister Barbara in October 1909, 
Winchester records show that 
the family was in Somerville in 
April 1911 and moved to 
Winchester between then and 
April 1912. 

“At the time of his marriage, 
Harlow Davis was a law student. 
By the time of the move to 
Winchester, he was a graduate 
of Harvard Law School and a 
practicing attorney. 

“The house the they lived in 
was numbered 148 Cambridge 
St., but was not the house there 
today, which was built on the 
site of the Davis home in 1941. 

“Davis’ recorded memories of 
Winchester were memories of 
her childhood. She remembered 
being a maid of honor in her 
aunt’s wedding in the 
Cambridge Street house when 
‘Japanese lanterns hung from 
the maple trees transforming 
our lawn into a fairyland’ 

“She recalled Christmases 
and ‘Those biting, cold, white 
days when Bobby and I would 
slide down the hill behind the 
house on our backsides, without 
our sleds. The swing near the 
kitchen which I strained to help 
me touch the sky. It got even by 
tripping me up and knocking the 
wind out of me. The kitchen, 
shiny and busy and expectant 


with custards and fruit pies, The * 


flowers in the woods nearby and 
our vegetable garden in the 
summer. The fresh colors and 
tastes of that garden! The first 
Cadillac Daddy brought home. 
The family outings on 
Sundays....I was always happiest 
when I was outdoors and wan- 
dering through the woods. [The 
Lonely Life, p.24] 


“In 1918 they divorced. Ruth 
Davis and her daughters left 
Winchester. Harlow Davis 
moved briefly to 8 Hancock St., 
but then also left town. 

“Ten years later Bette Davis 
went on stage with the 
Provincetown Players and two 
years beyond that was in 
Hollywood (1930). She won 
Academy Awards in 1935 for 
‘Dangerous’ and in 1938 for 
‘Jezebel.’ 

“Twice since leaving, Davis is 
known to have had contact with 
Winchester. In 1937 when the 
Winchester Theatre opened, she 
sent a congratulatory telegram. 

“In Nov. 1943 Davis partici- 
pated in a special radio broad- 
cast from Winchester that cli- 
maxed a drive to aid Greater 
Boston Community Fund agen- 
cies. The broadcast was given 
from the stage of Town Hall, 
where several Winchester 
groups contributed to the show. 
Davis spoke from a studio in 


Hollywood...”

“The town went on-line with 
computers in cruisers to aid the 
day-to-day patrol of the commu- 
nity.

Ralph said, “One by one the 
old-timers passed away or 
retired. No one wanted to take 
over their businesses.” 

One of the reasons is the high 
price of making a_ profit. 
According to Ralph, the prices 
of materials go up every year. 

He recalled that a small cone 
was 25¢ when he started and 
now it is $1.25. 

Of that price, five percent 
goes for state and federal taxes, 
plus the cost of property and 
real estate taxes. However, busi- 
ness is booming. 

According to Ralph, the 
business is up 32 percent over 
last year and that is a jump 
from the usual eight percent 
increase in business that the 
store normally experiences.

Build a charming garden path 


There’s more to building a 
garden walk than laying cement 
and stone. 

Paths should follow a natural 
route. Look around your yard 
and see which areas have been 


worn with foot traffic. Also, 
where do you want the path to 
lead? Do you want to showcase a 
vibrant flower bed, a stately 
aging oak, or a gently rolling 
brook? 

It’s also important to take 
both the terrain and landscape 
into consideration when choos- 
ing the right materials for the 
job. For example, because of 
poor drainage, a low-lying area 
may be better suited for a grav- 
el walk than a brick path. Water 
that is allowed to pool on a walk 
eventually will weaken it. 

The solution is to design your 
walk with a slope so the water 
drains to one side and away 
from the house. A slope of one 
inch for every four to eight feet 
of length should work well. 

Two basic types of walks 
include soft gravel or mulch 
paths and hard surfaced paths, 
according to Chris Carter, of 
The Home Depot. 

“Setting a path directly on 
the ground is a pretty simple 
task,” Carter said. “You will 
want to put in some kind of edg- 
ing to keep the surface in place 
and we recommend putting 
down a lining of landscape fab- 
ric to inhibit weeds. All oy _ 
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left is to spread the topping and 
replenish it occasionally.” 

If you prefer a harder sur- 
face, you will want something 
like concrete, brick or stone. For 
a brick or stone walk, there are 


a sand bed or a 


mortar bed. 

A sand bed is forgiving. It 
begins with a layer of gravel for 
drainage. You put sand on top as 
a foundation for the surface. 
Sand is easy to rake into place 
and easy to work into a flat, 
firm bed. Bricks, stones or 
pavers go on top, edging lines 
the walk, and the whole surface 
is locked in place. Bricks are the 
traditional surface, but concrete 
pavers are a good choice, too. 
They come in a variety of 
shapes that fit together easily to 
make intricate patterns. Many 
have built-in spacers-on the bot- 
tom edge where you won't see 
them -- so you get nice, even 
joints. 

There’s more to mortared 
work than meets the eye -- a 
concrete pad underneath sup- 
port the surface and prevents it 
from cracking. Without that 
pad, your walk would be in trou- 
ble as the ground shifted during 
the freeze/thaw cycle or during 
heavy rain. The mortar makes it 
rigid, and without the right 
base, it will crack. The right 
base is concrete.
